4. Our graduates In incrGaaJng numbers are found In useful aer- 
vlCG, some even in foreign counties belpiuK to do tlio world's work. 
Many leave here for liiglier iustitutions. We have bad appruxtmately 
130 representatives in forty different colleges and universities the 
past year. 

5. The School employs no agents, and has the same rate for all. 
It employs students of limited means to perform ccrlnin tasks, nnd 
for such service rendered pays out approximately $2500 a year, to 
students. It uses no advertising methods except cards In magaziuea 
and papers of general circulation. 

6. The financial status of Frances Shinier School is as follows:

W© have no debts except current bills, and have a surplus of ap- 
proximately $35,000 which may be used towards a library. The li- 
brary should cost 375,000. We ought to have $40,000 for a eymna- 
slum. If we had these two buildings, we could then properly care for 
one hundred more students if we had space to house tli^?m. Such a di»r- 
mitory would cost $100,000. I am of the opinion that ^ve couid fill an- 
other dormitory If we had it to fill and if we hud the Ul)rary and gym- 
nasium. There are some who think that, because we have a beautiful 
campus and money in the bank, we need nothing, and that is in a sense 
true It we are not to grow, I raise the question whether this is not 
the place to develop a school for girls, of capacity for 300 instead of 
150. We maintain high standards of work; we are not far from a 
great city; we have a most wholesome environment and a beautiful 
and hGaltbful one- There are friends of the School who rejoice in Its 
growth. Are they willing at some sacrifice to themselves to put 
large sums of money into Its equipment and endowment? I believe 
that this la the only way the growth can be possible. We have never 
yet paid out a dollar to a solicitor in the seventy years of our history- 
This is not a thing to be proud of. It is time, in my opinion, when 
we should do as other high-grade schools do; appeal to our constit- 
uency for funds to develop our work. In another ten years we should 
have a mllHon dollars.
